Correct Estimation 


The two California newspapers, 
one a small daily in Santa Bar- 
bara, and the other the nationally 
known Los Angeles Times, cor- 
rectly estimated the John Birch 
Society, and all like it, to be as 
dangerous as communism. Form- 
er Vice President Nixon has pub- 
licly joined in condemning the 
John Birch Society. 


Such activity offers a blueprint 
to disaster in Ainerica. 


This Birch group, in a number 
of communities, already has car- 
ried out orders. Its members have 
infiltrated a few local PTA’s, 
civic clubs, church boards of dea- 
cons or vestries, and other com- 
munity organizations. 


Here and there across the coun- 
try Rotary, Kiwanis and Lions 
Clubs have been astounded by 
some articulate, aggressive per- 


_sons who took over the micro- 


phone at the conclusion of meet- 
ings and launched into a some- 
what wild, extreme denunciation 
of local leaders as Communists or 
fellow travelers. PTA groups have 
been thrown into disorder and 
confusion by similar tactics. Ves- 
tries and other church governing 
groups, women’s guilds and chap- 
ters, have begun to be surprised 
by persons engaged in character 


assassination of the minister or 
church leaders. 
This is according to the so- 


ciety’s secret plan, which is to 
make Americans fear one another 
and afraid to talk. 


Lot of Noise 


This group, though not numeri- 
cally large, seeks to give the im- 
pression of many by making a lot 
of noise. Like all fascist-or semi- 
fascist groups, they seek to im- 
pose the silence of fear and doubt. 


The late Huey Long once said 
that fascism would come to this 


country, but it would appear in 


another guise. It would come 
wrapped in the flag claiming to be 
a savior of democracy. 


The attorney general of Cali- 
fornia, who is conducting an in- 
vestigation of the fanatic groups 
of the right, who, of course, are 
as dangerous as communism, 
gave six tests which will enable 
Americans to determine whether 
an organization advocates ex- 
tremist doctrine. 


1. Does the organization attack 
churches and schools with blanket 
accusations? 


2. Does it attack other tradi- 
tional American institutions with 
wild, unsupported charges? 


3. Does it label everyone with 
whom it disagrees politically as 
un-American or subversive? 


4. Does it try to rewrite modern 
history by blaming American 
statesmen for wars, communism, 
depression and other world ills? 


5. Does it resort to crude pres- 
sure tactios such as anonymous 
phone calls or letter-writing? 


6. Do the spokesmen of the 
group appear more interested in 
the size of their money collections 
than in the principles they pur- 
port to espouse? 

“Apply these six tests,’’ he said, 
“and you will avoid entangling 
memberships with such groups as 
the American. Nazi Party, the 
Communists, the Ku Klux Klan, 
the John Birch Society, the Cine- 
ma Education Guild, the Muslims 
and others of thattype.” _—_-

PEACE OF CHRIST 

In Vatican City, Pope John 
XXIII called men to the peace of 
the risen Christ and, as he did 
a year ago, spoke bitterly of vio- 
lence that is trouSling the world. 

More than a  quarter-million 
people, including tourists from 
many lands, cheered the 79-year- 
old pontiff of the Roman Catholic 
Church at St. Peter’s. 


BLESSED EASTER 


The Pope concluded his Easter 
message by wishing ‘‘a happy and 
blessed Easter’ in 15 languages. 
It was the Pope’s third Easter 
message to the world. As in his 
past two, he spoke of sadness that 
troubled his heart because of vio- 
lence and injustice in the world: 


“Sometimes sadness seeks to 
invate our soul amidst the recur- 
ring disagreeable and, here and 
there, terrifying actions of a 
great number: of men, who be- | 
long to human society — and by | 
nature are our brothers. 


“Their disordered cries fill the 
cities and the fields; their threat- 
ening agitation disturbs and trou- 
bles those who love ~ justice, 
liberty, a life which is laborious, 
honored, beneficent and tranquil. 
It is the same agitation which 
saddened the streets of Zion on 
the tragic eve of the death of 
Jesus.”’ 


TEARS AND BLOOD 


The Pope said that since the 
first Easter Sunday there have 
been many tears and much blood,

Talmadge Praises Kennedy 
As Taking the Reins Firmly 


President Kennedy’s program 
thus far has been “more re- 
sponsible” than the 1960 campaign 
platforms of either major party, 
Sen. Herman Talmadge, D-Ga., 
said here Sunday. 


Talmadge’s rather warm ap- 
praisal of the Kennedy adminis- 
tration came at the end of the 
weekly WSB-TV program ‘Press 
Gallery,” sponsored Sunday by 
The Atlanta Constitution. 

He said President Kennedy has 
“taken the reins firmly” and has 
“made a highly favorable im- 
pression.” 


Talmadge said that while he 


may have philosophical differ- 
ences with some Kennedy ap- 


pointees, he respects their judg- 
ment. 


Talmadge predicted ‘that “a 
good majority” of President Ken- 
nedy’s legislative proposals will 
pass Congress. He again indicated 
his approval of a federal-aidso- 
education bill without civil rights 
and religious provisions, and with 
guarantees of state and local con- 
trol of public schools. 


Talmadge explained that he 
gave President Kennedy's bill for 
aid to depressed areas ‘‘the bene- 
fit of the doubt” in splitting with 
Georgia’s other U.S. senator, Rich- 
ard B. Russell, and voting for the 
measure. 


Talmadge said he voted for the 


depressed areas bill in the hope 
that its provisions regarding rural 
areas would help about 100 Geor- 
gia counties. 


Talmadge said he and Russell 
probably vote together as often as 
any two senators. Their views on 
most issues, he added, are ‘“‘sub- 
stantially the same.” 


There is no coalition of Répub- 
licans and Southern Democrats, 
Talmadge maintained. Senators 
who think alike vote alike, he 
explained. 


The approval of Kennedy ap- 
pointees, Talmadge indicated in 
answer to a question, extends to

VIENTIANE, Laos (# — Fight- 
ing subsided again in Laos Sun- 
day after military setbacks that 
some here regard as heavier psy- 
chological than strategic blows to 
the pro-Western . government. 


Military sources reported no 
new major encounters with pro- 
Communist rebels. Saturday the 
government said the rebels were 
attacking three major points in 
eastern and southern Laos. 


40 MILES OF JUNGLE 


The government also had re- 
ported the fall of Tha Thom Fri- 
day. But the military threat posed 
at the capture of that city in the 
narrow waist of Laos now is be- 
ing minimized. The rebels face 


only roadless jungle and ravines | # 


if they try to push 40 miles ahead 
to that border and cut this coun- 
try in half. 


However, the loss of Tha Thom 
was regarded as a serious set- 
back for morale and prestige at 
a time when Laos is the focal 
point of international diplomatic 
maneuvers. 


There was no official reaction 
in Vientiane to the Soviet Union’s 
latest diplomatic note calling for 
a 14-nation conference on Laos 
but sidestepping the Western ap- 
peal for a cease-fire in the Lao- 
tian civil war. The Russians and 
other Communist nations have 
been supplying the rebels. 


KING IN CAPITAL 


King Savang Vathana flew 
home to the royal capital of 
Luang Prabang, escorted by Dep- 
uty Premier Gen. Phoumi Nosa- 
van and other ministers. 


The Laotian government has 
charged that 14 battalions from 
Communist North Viet Nam took 
part in the attacks on Tha Thom, 
and Kam Keut and Mahaxay to 
the south. Western sources feel 
certain some Vietminh units were 
involved but far below the num- 
ber given. 


“Things are bad enough,” said

HELICOPTERS IN ACTION 


Newly delivered American hel- 
icopters swung into action for the 
first time over Laos Sunday.

Marchers 
Sing of 
H-Bomb

SLOUGH, England—‘'God rest 
you, merry gentlemen, when you 
are all in bed: 


“A friendly little H-bomb is 
cruising overhead. 


“It’s there to kill the Russians 
when the rest of us are dead.” 


Singing songs like this, a pre- 
dominantly youthful procession 
Sunday afternoon plodded through 
the bleaker London suburbs in the 
fourth annual Aldermaston March. 


This year there are two col- 
umns, one from the Nuclear Re; 
search Station at Aldermaston in 
Berkshire and the other originat- 
ing near the U.S. Air Force Base 
at Wethersfield in Essex. Both are 
under the leadership of the Cam- 
paign for Nuclear Disarmament. 


Sunday night the marchers from 
Aldermaston rested at Turnham 
Green in West London and the 
column from the U.S. Air Force 
base stopped at Stratford in north- 
east London. Estimates of the 
number of marchers into Turn- 
ham Green varied een 19,000 
and 13,000 and at Stratford from 
3,000 to 7,000. Monday they will 
link up in Whitehall on the ap- 
proach to Trafalgar Square for 
a final rally. This meeting is ex- 
pected to attract more than 150,- 
000 persons. 


During the Campafgn’s lifetime 
its members have been branded 
as cranks, visionaries, trouble- 
makers and Communist puppets 
Yet the movemént has shown an 
astonishing vitality, inexplicable 
to the mass of Britons. 


Certainly the campaign has not 
weakened the Conservative gov- 
ernment. On the contrary, the 
leaders and members of the cam- 
paign passionately demand Brit- 
ain’s unilateral nuclear disarma- 
ment and support the Labor 
Party’s rebels on this issue. More 
than anything else, this schism in 
socialism seems to insure a long 
period of conservative rule. 


How important -is the move- 
ment? Veteran politicians like 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan consider it, and anti-Ameri- 
canism, which is one of its ele- 
ments, as no more than the 
“‘froth’”’ on British life. Others see 
in a’ contemporary expression of 
that evangelism and nonconform- 
ism that is such a strong, con- 
stant and unexpected part of, the 
national character.

Lockheed’s 
S1 Billion 
Pact Earned

WASHINGTON (@#—Some in the 
aircraft industry wonder why the 
Air Force awarded Lockheed Atr- 
croft Company’s Marietta, Ga. 
division a $1-billion contract to 
build the C141 cargo jet trans- 
port—but Lockheed competitors 
have some answers. 

The question often asked is 
how did Lockheed beat out the 
firms that have built and sold 
large numbers of commercial jet 
transports—Boeing of Seattle with 
its 707 series, Douglas of Santa 
Monica, Calif., with its DC8, and 
Convair of San Diego, Calif., with 
the 880 and 990? 

Some of the persons most di- 
rectly concerned, however, have 
found reasons for the award. 
MET REQUIREMENTS 

A Douglas official, for example, 
said Lockheed mé@t all the re- 


quirements for the AF request 
for considerably less money. 


Unofficial reports are that 
technically all the bids met AF 
requirements as to payload, speed, 
range, truck-level loading and 
ability to air-drop cargo. 


Douglas officials said that in| 


addition to the major considera- 
tion of price, Lockheed probably 
scored heavily with its agree- 
ment to put out 61 per cent of 
the airplane on_ sub-contracts, 
with the percentage based air 
frame weight. This was consider- 
ably more than ‘the other bidders 
agreed to do, informed sources 
said. 


An official for Boeing said Lock- 
heed won on two counts, design 
and price. 


TRANSPORT EXPERIENCE 


The official said there was a 
tendency in Seattle to consider 
that Boeing was in the transport 
business, and could readily mod- 
ify its commercial products to fit 
a military need. He added that 
Lockheed has been building mil- 
itary transports for many years, 
while Boeing has not. 


“Military and commercial trans- 
ports are two different animals, 
as unlike as trucks and Cadillacs, 
and I am not quite sure we know 
how to price our products as a 
truck,’’ he said. 


Lockheed representatives noted 
that their company Was pioneered 
in the military jet field, with the 
1T33 jet trainer, the Shooting Star 
jet fighter, the supersonic F104, 
and the U2 spy plane. It also has 
done considerable business in the 
military transport field with the 
C130 turbo-prop transport and the 
Electra commercial turbo-prop 
transport. : 


TO REQUIRE 100 


The C141 will be the first jet 
specifically developed from the 
start as a cargo transport: and 
the Kennedy administration has 
indicated it ultimately will require 
more than 100 of them. 


It is to cruise at speeds of from 
500 to 575 miles an hour, and will 
have a range of 3,450 miles with 
a 60,000-pound load, and 6,380 
miles with a 20,000-pound load. 
This will give it non-stop capa- 
bility across the Pacific and the 
Atlantic.

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Regional Alliances 
Have Proved Worth 


Former Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, writing in a recent issue of the Sat- 
urday Evening Post, declared that the 
primary objective of the Soviet Union’s 
foreign policy since World War II has 
been to destroy the United States’ system 
of regional alliances—specifically NATO. 

If successful in this objective, the So- 
viets could nibble off countries adjacent 
to the Communist periphery one by one 
with ease. Acheson thus advises that the 
alliances not only be retained but 
strengthened to meet the Communist po- 
litical, economic and military threat to 
the free world. 


The alliance system, initiated under 
the Truman administration, was carried 
forward by the Eisenhower administra- 
tion and his secretary of state, John Fos- 
ter Dulles. Dulles gave us SEATO, which 
at the time was called ‘‘Dulles folly.” 

The wisdom of Dulles in trying to 
forge this organization of free nations in 
Southeast Asia is just now being proved. 
If a war is to be prevented in Laos and 
if all Southeast Asia is to be prevented 
from falling country by country to Com- 
munist aggression, SEATO will have 
played a major role. The United States 
would be helpless to act unilaterally ex- 
cept at the risk of a nuclear war. 

In the developing crisis over Berlin, 
where would the free world be except 
for NATO? As imperfect as it is, the nu- 
cleus for united action is a deterrent to 
Soviet aggression and a safeguard against 
nuclear war. While there may be dis- 
agreements about Africa, a Russian move 
on Berlin would solidify Western Euro- 
pean opinion in face of common danger. 
ts instrument for action would be NATO. 


The Kennedy administration has no 
intention of abandoning this system of al- 
liances. It hopes instead to shore them up 
and make them more effective. Again it 
is a simple matter of all hanging together 
or each hanging separately.

“Urban sprawl,” “high-density and 
low-density development,” “Marshall 
Plan for cities’—these and other phrases 
are pretty much creations of this genera- 
tion. The acceptance and understanding 
of them indicates, Sen. Harrison Williams 
of New Jersey says, “that we in highly 
urbanized areas realize that the chips are 
down. 


“Either we make our cities and sub- 
urbs livable now or we can look forward 
only to deterioration, confusion and much 
greater expense later on to correct mis- 
takes that could have been prevented.” 


It would seem that most Americans 
who are familiar with the peculiar prob- 
lems of metropolitan areas could agree 
with this. But many don’t agree. Some of 
those who do agree there is trouble in the 
nation’s cities refuse to believe that the 
federal government has a major responsi- 
bility to the cities. 

President Kennedy is seeking a Cabi- 
net-level rank for federal machinery to 
aid cities. The Republican Party denied 
that this was needed in its 1960 platform. 
Though the party is now seeking ways 
to improve its position in Cities, it is still 
doubtful that Kennedy will receive sub- 
stantial GOP support in Congress on this 
measure. Southern congressmen may hold 
the key. 

We hope most of them will support 
the President. The urban stage of the 
South’s development is just beginning. It 
could benefit from a Department of 
Urban Affairs more than any other sec- 
tion.

Southern 
cities need never have to reach that stage.

Polio Is Not Checked 
By Unused Salk Shots 


With the hot weather season approach- 
ing, it’s time for health authorities, par- 
ents of children and other adults to start 
worrying about polio. 

We're reminded of this 
from the American Medical Association 
based on research by Baylor University. 
The report says that polio could be “‘vir- 
tually eliminated” with the currently 
available Salk vaccine if the population 
was adequately inoculated.

The conclusion resulted from a study 
of polio cases occurring in the Houston 
area in 1958, 1959 and 1960, which showed 
the Salk vaccine provided “highly effec- 
tive protection against paralytic poliomy- 
litis in persons who have had a series of 
three or more inoculations.” Of 100 con- 
firmed cases of paralytic polio in 1958 and 
1959, only three octurred in patients who 
had received three or more Salk vaccine 
shots. 

The vaccine also provided protection 
against aseptic meningitis, a non-paralytic 
form of polio. 

But polio continues because it is not 
administered to thousands of children and 
susceptible adults.

The Last Island 
Is One No More 


WASHINGTON—The last non-combat area in 
all the American political terrain is no longer 
an open city—no longer a neutral billet to which 


the embattled troops may retire sometimes on rest- leave fom the 
campaigning at the front. This is one of the quite lesser but still 
poignant meanings of the fact that the required 38 states have now 
ratified a constitutional amendment to permit citizens of the District 
of Columbia to vote for president and vice president. 


For 161 years the people of this 
federal city have sat on the side- 
lines, non-voting non-participants 
in the process of choosing the na- 
tional leadership. But now, by 
grace of the 23rd Amendment, 
they will go to the voting booths 
in 1964 along with all other 
Americans. 

Beyond doubt this is sound and 
historic progress. And it is un- 
derstandable that the welkin now 
rings with glad cries from. local 
press and public that the bad old 


days of ‘second-class _ citizen- 
ship” are ending forever. 


This correspondent, however, is 
not wholly able to share the com- 
mon rejoicing. He sees it as not 


absolutely an unmixed blessing. 
It is yet another proof that the 


most wholesome possible reforms 
for the many are apt to bring a 
certain pain to the few. 

For as a political writer here 
since the shooting war overseas 
ended in 1945, he- and many of 
his colleagues—and many nation- 
al politicians, too—have always 
found Washington a happy thing 
to keep in mind during. the 
months of cannonading out on 
the active political fronts. When 
the thing became altogether too 
much, one could always comfort 
himself with this realization: 

Sooner or later he could slip 
back into Washington for a few 


days of compassionate leave. 

To come back to Washington 
from national congressional elec- 
tion campaigns falling every two 
years or from the big presidential 
wars every four was a Salutary 
experience, indeed. You had been 
long on the hustings in Indiana, 
in California, in New York, all 
over. All your days and nights 
had been filled with endless cam- 
paign oratory; with endless card- 
board ham sandwiches and very 
cold and ver\ tired fried chicken 
dinners; with endless foul-ups at 
this or that ld; with clack 
and clack and clack. 

You got onto a plane or train 
and first thing you knew here 
was Washington, calm as a coun- 
try lane in the summertime, and 
quiet, quiet, quiet. : 

You did not find the people 
here uninterested in how the bat- 
tle was going in the far places. 
But, because of their long apart- 
ness from it, they could take it 
or leave it alone. And this atti- 
tude, in all the circumstances, 
was surely not unwelcome to the 
fellow returning on furlough. 

As John Donne once put it, no 
man is an island to himself. And 
now that Washington is falling 
into the theater of conflict, Wash- 
ington, the last island, will be an 
island no more.

The mail division of the White 
House has a card file of the Presi- 
dent's personal friends, most 
‘whom are too polite to salute him 
as anything but ‘‘Dear Mr. Presi- 
dent.’’ 

The chances are that any letter 
will be opened before it gets to 
the President's desk. Exceptions 
are made only for mail from 
members of the Kennedy family, 
the State department, former 
presidents and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

Presidential mail has become 
an industry at the White House. 
Kennedy receives more than any 
chief executive in history. After 
the congratulatory mail on his in- 
auguration receded, President 
Lisenhower's settled down to 15,- 
000 pieces a week. 

President Kennedy's is holding 
steady at 30,000 a week,

a week and still is sent many 
gifts, all of which have to be 
fiuoroscoped before they go 
through the mail room. 

The reason for the vast outpour- 
ing of mail has not yet been final- 
ly agreed on.

Others 
think the live televised press con- 
ferences have given many people 
a sense of personal acquaintance 
with the President. They appar- 
ently feel less compunction about 
writing to him than they did about 
writing to President Eisenhower, 
whom they apparently felt was 
“too eminent a man.”

Check for perfect fit 
and length at this point, keep- 
ing in mind that finished skirt 
will be one-half inch longer. 


3. Stitch rickrack to hem edge 
for neat finish, 


4. Starting at bottom of skirt, 
stitch row after row of ruffling 
to interfacing skirt. Have lower 
ruffle edge one-quarter inch 
below rickrack. Have each row 
after that overlap the heading 
of previous row about one-third 
inch so that stitching of row is 
hidden. Ends of ruffles should 
meet at seam where zipper is 
is attached. Join ends of ruffles 
with a one-quarter inch seam 
and then continue stitching to 
the interfacing. In this way, ruf- 
fles will go around the skirt 
without an obvious break. 


5. Starting at fullest part of 
hip, take one-quarter inch tucks 
in the heading of ruffling ev- 
ery 3 to 4 inches. This will pre- 
vent cupping of ruffling over 
fullest part of body. At zipper 
placket, turn eyelet heading un- 
der one-half inch, then hand hem 
raw free edges of ruffle ends. 
Use snappers at corners of free

Birds have 
been living on 
earth almost as : 
long as any oth- YOHN LANDER 
er living creatures, and much 
longer than most living things 
that we know today, and there 
is no known place in the world 
where birds do not live. There 
are some 14,000 distinct species 
of living birds, and when sub- 
species are included there are 
about 23,000 different kinds of 
birds. Of these there are about 
1,500 varieties whose habitat is 
North America. In addition 
there are fossils of extinct birds 
that suggest there were several 
hundred other species that no 
longer exist. 

There seems to be very little 
(probably none) cross breeding 
in their natural state, with each 
species grouping with and liv- 
ing only with its own kind, 
which accounts for the con- 
tinuation of each species with- 
out noticeable changes. 

Their north and south sea- 
sonal migration has long mys- 
tified man, who has yet to 
learn how they accomplish their 
miraculous sense of geography, 
direction and navigation. And 
where do they get the strength 
for grueling flights of thou- 
sands of miles? Each year bil- 
lions of birds unfailingly mi- 
grate in each direction, and 
since most of the migration is 
in darkness, one cannot assume 
that they fly by sight of land 
marks.

Aid to Parochial Schools 


The executive board of the 
National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference recently issued a state- 
ment saying that a federal aid 
program which excludes chil- 
dren in private schools would 
discriminate against such chil- 
dren, and that ‘‘there will be no 
alternative but to oppose such 
discrimination.”’ 

The official statement re- 
leased by the Lutheran Church, 
Missouri Synod, on the same 
question says, in part: ‘‘The 
church would be ill-advised to 
accept federal aid for its ele 


mentary and secondary schools. 
Accepting such aid would have 
a tendency to interfere with the 
mission and purpose of the 
church.”
